Applicant's amendments and arguments, see Applicant's Remarks, filed 
12/10/2009, page 10, first paragraph thru page 12, first paragraph with respect to 
independent claims 1, 3, and 8-10 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 
rejection of claims 1-11 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Cameron et 
al. (U.S. 2005/0028206), hereinafter Cameron, in view of Carr (U.S. 2006/0212921), has 
been withdrawn. 

Claims 1-11 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: 

Applicant's invention for delivery of multimedia services is found to be 
patentable. Prior art references found to be pertinent to Applicant's disclosure (See 
attached PTO-892: Notice of References Cited), either only teach minor aspects of the 
invention or only teach the general environment of the invention. The collective prior art, 
either singly or in combination, do not teach the claim limitations. The primary reason 
for allowance is the novelty of the distinct localizations that are used to multicast 
different pieces of information which are all needed in order for a subscriber's set top box 
to receive offers for multimedia services and obtain the transport stream corresponding to 
selected services from the bundle of transport streams.
